The negotiations started in May between Ataman 
Semenoff and the Eanking Government for the establishment in 
China of a reservation for White Russians were contined during 
the ier ok coe ‘aces Wanna. ex eae more definite 
shape. It appears that Ataman Semenoff is now now en route 
from Japan to Dairen where he will meet a representutive of the 
National Government and a foreigner from Peking who will be 
accompanied by General VlasieBsky Aide-de-Camp to the Ataman. 
At the meeting certain terms will be discussed under which the 
Ataman will be authorised to receive Rgssian funds deposited in 
the banks at Harbin some years ago by former Czarist officials 
and utilise same for the organisation of anti-communist troops 
to be stationed in the Three Rivers Distric® in Mongolia. 

These troops will be recruited from among the Russian eetunies 
who settled on the borders of U.S.5.R. after the revolution. 

It is said that the Japanese General Staff are assisting 
Ataman Semenoff to realise his intentions and that the spm of 
Y¥250,000.00 was awarded him by the Japanese Government in the 
beginning of June to further the project. Apparently the @fmt 
gift was actually handed to Mr. Tano, the Ataman's Japanese Se- 
cretary, who transmitted only 25,000.00 to the recipient. 

Mr. Tano is now under arrest in Tokyo. 

In spite of the many rumours and reports received 
chiefly from Soviet sources to the effect that White Russians 
have been active participants in raids into Soviet Russian 
territory since the commencement of the Sino-Soviet crisis no 
confirmation has been obtained nor is it known that the Chinese 
authorities are empleying White Rgssians in the ranks of the 
Chinese army. There is no doubt, however, that important 
White Russian leaders like Ataman Semenoff and Lieut. General 


Horvath are keeping in touch with developments with a view to 
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taking an active part in the struggle should war be declared. 
Of these two leaders Ataman Semenoff is the more likely to 
be eager for action as he is anxious to establish a buffer
